This contract is for the supply of Lumidor gas monitors and parts used by the Austin Water Utility (AWU). The gas 
monitors are used in work environments that exist primarily when AWU field employees come in contact with wastewater 
at wastewater plants, collection systems, and manholes.  The replacement parts are needed to ensure the equipment is 
serviceable and operating within the manufacturer’s specifications. 
 
This contract was competitively bid and awarded in 2009, in an amount of $40,000 for the initial 12 months of the 36-
month contract.  Funding in the amount of $40,000 for year two of the initial 36-month contract was added 
administratively.  Amendment No. 1 provided funding in the amount of $40,000 for the final 12-months of the initial 
contract period.  This proposed Amendment No. 2 is to for the authorization to enter into three 12-month extension 
option periods when appropriate, for a final contract value of $240,000.
